Something To Treasure 


Thanksgiving Day through the years has meant for many of us 


not only a time to gather with family and friends in quiet though 
sometimes unspoken contemplation of all the things that have gone 
right with us. Because of its association with some of the first of our 
ancestors to start a new way of life in this English-speaking section 
of the New World, it has also been a time to sort out and consider 
those values which we, as Americans, hold fundamental. 


Certainly freedom for everyone to worship God in his own way, 


according to his own beliefs must be put first on this day. The full 
meaning of that freedom was probably not understood by the 
Separatist founders of the New England colonies, and even less by 
the founders of the first colonies in Virginia, where some say that 
Thanksgiving services were held even earlier than at 
Massachusetts Bay. But nevertheless it was the beginning. 


In like manner, we can be quite sure that other freedoms and 


rights which we consider fundamental to the American way of life 
have developed and gained wider interpretations since those harsh 
and primitive days. Today, however, it is not the exact details of 
customs and laws in effect at the time of the first Thanksgiving that 
are important to us. It is how we have felt about them, what they 
have meant to us, that has left its print indelibly on the fabric of 
American life. 


The spirit of rugged independence comes down to us through 


history and story and legend, and with it a self-confident feeling of 
equality before God and man and the law. From a small settlement 
on a wide, wild and unknown continent we have developed into a 
teeming and opulent nation facing on two oceans three thousand 
miles apart and with influence felt 'round the world. We cannot 
gather together in one meeting hall as they could then. We must 
rely on elaborate and intricate tools of government to guide our 
day-to-day life and our future. But that old vision of ourselves as a 
stalwart people bowing to no man and shaping our own destiny is 
still with us. That more than anything is something to treasure this 
Thanksgiving Day.

WASHINGTON — The em- 


battled Lon Nol government, 
which at first was given only a 
50-50 chance of preventing a 
Communist takeover of Cam- 
bodia, is now expected to sur- 
vive. 


This is the assessment 


President 
Nixon 
gave 


congressional leaders the other 
day at a secret White briefing. 
Also present were Secretary of 
State Bill Rogers, Secretary of 
Defense Mel Laird, and White 
House national security adviser 
Henry Kissinger. 


Laird attributed the Cam- 


bodians' strong stand to a 
"remarkable 
exhibition of 


courage and stamina." 


Rogers added that 75 to 90 per 


cent of the Communist supplies 
had come through the port of 
Sihanoukville, not down the Ho 
Chi Minh infiltration routes. 
After the port was closed to the 
Communists, he said, it "choked 
off" their ability to fight. 


Expanding on this, Kissinger 


said out best 
intelligence 


estimates had given the volume 
of supplies through Sihanouk- 
ville at only one-third the actual 
amount. He also revealed that 
the latest South Vietnamese 
drive into Cambodia had cap- 
tured 
the second largest 


Communist cache of arms ever 
found. 


President Nixon told the 


congressional leaders bluntly 
that 
his 
doctrine 
of 


disengagement is going to cost 
more money. The price must be 
paid, he said, so American 
troops can be pulled out of 
trouble spots around the world.

The withdrawal of 20,000 


troops from South Korea, he 
said, as an example, would ruin 
the economy of several villages 
that have been dependent upon 
the Americans. These villages 
will be "destitute," he said, 
unless the U. S. rushes in 
economic aid. He added that 
military assistance must also be 
provided to beef up the self- 
defense forces. 


The President said he ex- 


pected "everybody" to vote for 
aid to Israel, but he insisted that 
his foreign assistance request 
was 
a 
"package" and, 


therefore, "indivisible." 


He appealed for funds for 


Cambodia, 
South 
Korea, 


Nationalist China and Turkey as 
well as Israel. The aid was 
necessary, he said, "to help 
these countries help them- 
selves." 


Footnote: Kissinger stressed 


that no Americans, not even 
military advisers, will be sent to 
Cambodia. More than 50 U. S. 
military personnel, now at- 
tached to the American em- 
bassy in Phnom Penh, are 
strictly observers and liaison 
officers. 


BILLION DOLLAR PORK 


Chicago Congressman John 


Klucynski, head of the House 
highway subcommittee, has 
engineered what may be the 
biggest piece of pork in history 
into the highway bill now up for 
action in the House. 


The project is a 20-mile 


stretch of expressway across 
Chicago which will cost the 
taxpayers an estimated $1 
billion. The staggering price tag 


— more than the Hoover Dam 
cost — had led Transportation 
Department officials to include 
it in a list of highly questionable 
projects. 


But Klucynski, exercising his 


power as the House highway 
czar, summarily dismissed their 
questions. He said the ex- 
pressway, even at $50 million 
per mile, had the support of all 
the key city officials from the 
Mayor to the Public Works 
Commissioner. 


WASHINGTON WHISPERS 


Senator Marlow Cook, R-Ky., 


has moved ahead of Senator 
Peter Dominick, R-Colo., in the 
backroom scramble for votes 
for the chairmanship of the 
powerful Senate Republican 
Campaign Committee. While 
Cook has been working the 
backrooms, Dominick has been 
cruising in the sunshine off the 
coast of Eduador. . Senator 
Ted Kennedy, D-Mass., whose 
post as Democratic Whip has 
been challenged by Senator 
Robert Byrd, D-W. Va., has 
startled Republican Senators by 
asking their help. Under Senate 
protocol, 
Republicans 
are 


supposed to take up procedural 
inquiries with the highest- 
ranking Democratic leader on 
the floor. Kennedy is now No. 2 
and Byrd No. 3 on the leadership 
ladder. Kennedy has asked the 
Republicans not to deal with 
Byrd but to hold their inquiries 
until he is present. . . Hilary 
Sandoval Jr., who as small 
business director approved 
loans for such dubious projects 
as a Denver dive featuring 
topless go-go dancers, was 


asked for his regisnation. The 
Nixon administration put up 
with him, as a prominent 
Mexican-American, because he 
was supposed to pull Mexican- 
American 
votes 
for 
the 


Republican senatorial can- 
didate, George Bush. After the 
electoral results showed San- 
doval hadn't delivered the votes, 
he was given the ax. . . Aloof 
Arthur Goldberg, the patrician 
politician, is apparently trying 
to do something about his stuffy 
image. He was seen having a 
snack in a greasy diner in 
downtown Washington the other 
day, chatting with the patrons. . 


Secretary of the Interior 


Wally Hickel got his picture 
taken at a lavish Washington 
reception the other night while a 
buxom blonde stuffed pieces of 
shrimp into his mouth. . . 
Senator Jacob Javits, the GOP 
lefty from New York, has a 
record 
of supporting 
the 


President as bad as that of the 
defeated 
Senator 
Charles 


Goodell, R-N. Y. But Javits isn't 
worried about a White House 
purge attempt such as Goodell 
received "I have no problems 
with the President," he told this 
column. . . Senate Republican 
Leader Hugh Scott was briefing 
reporters 
on 
upcoming 


legislation the other day. "What 
about the farm bill?" he was 
asked. Retorted Scott; "We will 
know more about that when 
Senator Ellender returns from 
whatever unexplored continent 
he is visiting." Senator Allen 
Ellender, D-La., Congress* most 
famous junketeer, is chairman 
of the Agriculture Committee.

Americans make, spend and 
often lose their money: 


— Year-end and Christmas 


bonuses this December may not 
be the plums they were in more 
prosperous years, but they still 
appear sweet enough to make 
some employes forget about a 
recession. 


Eastman 
Kodak 
will 


distribute $95 million to 67,000 
U.S. employes, more than $9 
million more than a year ago. 
The amount per person is based 
on a payment of $34.08 for each 
$1,000 earned during 1966-1970. 


A study of 191 companies by 


Fry Consultants Inc. shows that 
77.3 per cent plan no change in 
the size of their 
year-end 


payments. Of the remainder, 4.5 
per cent will have a higher and 
18.2 per cent a lower payout. 


Many securities brokers, who 


customarily 
celebrate 
the 


holidays with bonuses equal to 
several weeks and even months 


of salary, will be foregoing the 
practice this year. Jur.t to have a 
job is bonus enough in some 
instances. 


The New York Stock Ex- 


change, however, is maintaining 
the practice, although the size of 
its bonuses will be about 7.5 per 
cent of salary, compared with 
about 10 per cent last year. 


— Factors such as lower total 


income could play some role in a 
renewed deterioration of con- 
sumer confidence. After im- 
proving in late summer, the 
Conference Board says, con- 
fidence has again fallen back. 


Dr. George Katona of the 


University 
of Michigan, 
a 


pioneer in consumer studies, 
disagrees slightly with the 
Conference Board study. 


More revealing than the level 


of consumer confidence may be 
the reason why 'Katona finds 
that the ability to buy hasn't 
declined at all but that a lack of 
willingness to buy is depressing 
the index. 


In other words, families have 


the money but they choose not to 
spend. Noneconomic reasons 
are blamed by Katona. 


"The social problems of the 


day — racial conflict, inner city 
problems, violence, generation 
gap, pollution — are matters 
related by many people to their 
economic well being," he said in 
an address a few days ago. 


"The prevailing social climate 


causes worry and makes for 
uncertainty which induces many 
people to go slow with their 
discretionary 
expenditures." 


Katona states there is no 


reason to assume the recession 
will be a long one, but he adds 
that 1971 will not be a good year, 
if judged by the low level of 
consumer buying sentiment. 


— If people have the money to 


spend but not the desire to spend 
it, as suggested by Katona, you 
wouldn't guess it from the 
growing number of bankruptcy 
petitions. 


In the 12 months ended June 


30, a total of 194,399 cases were 


reported, a 5.1 per cent rise from 
the previous year. Nearly 92 per 
cent of the cases were personal 
bankruptcies. 


In compiling the figures, 


Commerce Clearing House Inc., 
an information gathering and 
publishing house for executives, 
government 
officials 
and 


professionals, listed California 
as the busiest state, with 39,595 
cases pending. 


The increase in the past fiscal 


year followed a two-year decline 
from an all-time high of 208,329 
cases in 1967. 


— A new type of investment 


that conceivably 
could help 


some small investors avoid 
bankruptcy is expected to be 
available in coming months. 
This is the insured-value mutual 
fund. 


Broadly 
speaking, 
these 


shares can rise as high as the 
market will take them, but the 
owner is guaranteed his original 
investment should the shares 
fall below the purchase price.

Dear Mr. E.: Parkinson's 


disease, or paralysis agitans, 
is a physical disorder of the 
brain in which there is marked 
rigidity of the muscles. 


A rhythmic, shaking tremor 


is 
probably 


the most dis- 
tressing as- 
pect of this 
disease. 


This neuro- 


logical 
disor- 


order can be 
the aftermath 
of 
encephali- 


tis, or sleep- 
ing sickness. 
This viral in- 
fection of the 


brain, may leave in its path 
degenerative changes in the 
brain cells. 


Another cause may be the 


interference with the proper 
blood supply to the brain. 


The fixed facial expression, 


so characteristic of this dis- 
ease, does not mean that there 
is any interference with com- 
plete and normal functioning 
of the mind. 


One of the great scientific 


contributions to people with 
Parkinson's disease has been 
the drug dopamine, known as 
L-dopa, In many instances, 
control of the progress of the 
disease has been effective with 
L-dopa.

Can calcium deposits in the 


shoulder ever be r e m o v e d 
without surgery? 


Mr. O. M. N., Oregon 


Dear Mr. N.: Calciurr. de- 


posits in the fluid of the bur- 
sal .sac are the result of some 
inflammation of the shoulder 
joint. 


Hur.sitis is an acutely pain- 


ful irritation of one of the sacs 
that lie between the muscles, 
the ligaments and the bone. 


Calcium 
deposits can be 


broken up by injections of the 
anesthetic procaine, and with 
cortisone, when the acute bur- 
sitis subsides. In many in- 
stances, the calcium is ab- 
sorbed. 


I should mention that uric 


acid deposits can cause pain- 
ful bursitis in people who have 
a tendency to gout. Unlike 
calcium, these crystals are not 
seen by X-ray examination. 
Gout 
is 
always 
suspected, 


therefore, and must be ruled 
out in people who have recur- 
ring episodes of bursitis.

What is a "strangulated 


hernia" ? Is surgery always 
necessary ?

Dear Mr. W.: In long ne- 


glected cases of hernia, a loop 
of intestine occasionally be- 
comes caught in the hernial 
opening. 


Soon, the blood supply is re- 


duced because of swelling and 
the bowel can no longer be 
returned to its normal posi- 
tion. This is known as "stran- 
gulation." When this occurs, 
surgery is almost always nec- 
essary. Hernias must not be 
neglected.

T 2 Million Drivers 
Said Violating Law 


SACRAMENTO 
(AP) — 


Twelve 
million 
California 


drivers are violating newly 
adopted lead emission 
stan- 


dards, the state Air Resources 
Board executive officer says. 


John Maga said last week that 


the 
new standard 
of 1.5 


micrograms of lead per cubic 
meter of air — the nation's 
toughest — was made because 
lead poses a significant threat to 
public health. 


"Sensitive groups," such as 


the very young, the very old, and 
persons with some diseases are 
susceptible, Maga said. 


Maga said the new standard 


adopted Thursday by the board 
makes violators of "every 
person who drives a car." But, 
he added, "there is still no 
specific legal requirement on 
the individual." 


He said the new standard 


paves the way for either state 
legislation curbing the amount 
of lead used in gasoline, or 
putting lead emission control 
devices on all autos. 


He said a proposed law that 


would limit lead in fuel was 
turned down last year by the 
state legislature, but :'this 
brings the whole issue up 
again." 


The state now has authority to 


control lead emissions on new 
cars, but over 12 million used 
autos on stale highways are not 
covered, Maga said. 


"From what we know, it 


would take a two-thirds to three- 
quarter 
reduction in current 


lead levels to bring the level to 
the new standard," he said.

Credit Cord Decline 
New'nc.T?J™ponn 


The growing disenchantment 


among independent retailers 
with credit cards appears to be 
deepening. 


The data from the October 


respondents to the continous 
field survey of the National 
Federation 
of Independent 


Business shows only 33 per cent 
are now honoring credit cards. 
This is the same as September, 
but down from 35 per cent in 
August. 


The apparent 
erosion of 


enthusiasm shows up so far this 
year 
as 
slowly progressive. 


Earlier in the year the returns to 
the survey indicated that 37 per 
cent were honoring credit cards 
and this percentage held until 
midsummer when it dropped to 
the 35 per cent level, and now in 
the beginning of the fall season 
another drop of two per cent is 
holding. 


Concurrently, there is also 


showing up a decline in the 
estimated percentage of the 
volume transacted on credit 
cards in all categories except 
the largest group as classified 
by number of employes. 


Over all, the independent 


retailers honoring credit cards 
now estimate 18 per cent of their 
volume transacted on them as 
compared to 20 per cent the 
previous 
month. 
By 
size 


category, those with 0-3 em- 
ployes report a drop in this 
volume from 21 to 20 per cent, in 
the 4-7 employe category, from 
25 down to 19 per cent, in the 6-19 
category, from 14 down to 12 per 
cent, and in the 20-49 employe 
group, from 11 down to 7 per 
cent. Only in the class of 50 or 
more employes has the volume 
figure showed an upward trend, 
from 17 up to 22 per cent. 


The acceptance of credit 


cards is highest in the group 
with from 4 to 7 employes. In 
this category, 3fi arc currently 


honoring credit cards. Both the 
real small and the large in- 
dependent retailers are equal in 
this respect with 33 per cent 
honoring credit cards. 


Geographically, the biggest 


drop in credit card acceptance 
by independent retailers shows 
up in the Pacific states, where 
"big time" promotion of the 
cards was started, and in the 
adjacent mountain states. 


Although at one time more 


than 50 per cent of the in- 
dependents 
were 
honoring 


credit cards, this has now 
dropped to 43 per cent in the 
Pacific states and 44 per cent in 
the mountain area. 


The decline in acceptance of 


credit cards is perhaps more 
significant than the drop in the 
volume reported transacted on 
them. Consumer caution in 
buying could be a factor in this 
area. In addition, it is suspected 
that many card holders, after 
the summer vacations, are 
"loaded up" to the full limit of 
their credit allowance on their 
cards and thus are not currently 
using them as heavily as in the 
past.

WASHINGTON (AP) — With 


an eye toward cutting down on 
taxpayer 
complaints 
and 


mistakes, Internal Revenue 
officials have turned out a new 
income tax form they say is 
easier to read and less com- 
plicated. 


The 1040 form for 1970 has 


more white space and less 
clutter — features which should 
help bleary-eyed late filers who 
wait until the last minute to 
complete their returns. 


While the major changes are 


typographical, IRS officials 
have added some new wrinkles 
in hopes of avoiding complaints 
like those about the 1969 format. 


Filing instructions have been 


removed from the back of the 
form and put in a separate 
package. The old schedule "T" 
— a complicated section dealing 
with tax computations — has 
been eliminated. 


The tax computation section is 


now on the back of the form, so 
filers will be relieved from 
listing much of the detailed 
computations on the form itself. 


When IRS did away with its 


short 1040A form a year ago, it 
made some drastic revisions in 
1040 — and found itself hounded 
with complaints.

Thanksgiving Day through the years has meant for many of us 
not only a time to gather with family and friends in quiet though 
sometimes unspoken contemplation of all the things that have gone 
right with us. Because of its association with some of the first of our 
ancestors to start a new way of life in this English-speaking section 
of the New World, it has also been a time to sort out and consider 
those values which we, as Americans, hold fundamental. 


Certainly freedom for everyone to worship God in his own way, 
according to his own beliefs must be put first on this day. The full 
meaning of that freedom was probably not understood by the 
Separatist founders of the New England colonies, and even less by 
the founders of the first colonies in Virginia, where some say that 
Thanksgiving 
services 
were 
held 
even 
earlier 
than 
at 
Massachusetts Bay. But nevertheless it was the beginning. 


In like manner, we can be quite sure that other freedoms and 
rights which we consider fundamental to the American way of life 
have developed and gained wider interpretations since those harsh 
and primitive days. Today, however, it is not the exact details of 
customs and laws in effect at the time of the first Thanksgiving that 
are important to us. It is how we have felt about them, what they 
have meant to us, that has left its print indelibly on the fabric of 
American life. 


The spirit of rugged independence comes down to us through 
history and story and legend, and with it a self-confident feeling of 
equality before God and man and the law. From a small settlement 
on a wide, wild and unknown continent we have developed into a 
teeming and opulent nation facing on two oceans three thousand 
miles apart and with influence felt ’round the world. We cannot 
gather together in one meeting hall as they could then. We must 
rely on elaborate and intricate tools of government to guide our 
day-to-day life and our future. But that old vision of ourselves as a 
stalwart people bowing to no man and shaping our own destiny is 
still with us. That more than anything is something to treasure this 
Thanksgiving Day.

After the port was closed to the 
Communists, he said, it “choked 
off” their ability to fight. 
Expanding on this, Kissinger 
said

intelligence 
estimates had given the volume 
of supplies through Sihanouk­ 
ville at only one-third the actual 
amount. He also revealed that 
the latest South Vietnamese 
drive into Cambodia had cap­ 
tured 
the 
second 
largest 
Communist cache of arms ever 
found. 
President Nixon told the 
congressional leaders bluntly 
that 
his 
doctrine 
of 
disengagement is going to cost 
more money. The price must be 
paid, he said, so American 
troops can be pulled out of 
trouble spots around the world.

The withdraw al of 20,ouu 
troops from South Korea, he 
said, as an example, would ruin 
the economy of several villages 
that have been dependent upon 
the Americans. These villages 
will be “destitute,” he said, 
unless the U. S. rushes in 
economic aid. He added that 
military assistance must also be 
provided to beef up the self- 
defense forces. 
The President said he ex­ 
pected “everybody” to vote for 
aid to Israel, but he insisted that 
his foreign assistance request 
was 
a 
“ package” 
and, 
therefore, “indivisible.” 
He appealed for funds for 
Cambodia, 
South 
Korea, 
Nationalist China and Turkey as 
well as Israel. The aid was 
necessary, he said, “to help 
these countries help them ­ 
selves.” 
Footnote: Kissinger stressed 
that no Americans, not even 
military advisers, will be sent to 
Cambodia. More than 50 U. S. 
m ilitary personnel, now a t­ 
tached to the American em­ 
bassy in Phnom Penh, are 
strictly observers and liaison 
officers. 


BILLION DOLLAR PORK 
Chicago Congressman John 
Klucynski, head of the House 
highway subcom m ittee, has 
engineered what may be the 
biggest piece of pork in history 
into the highway bill now up for 
action in the House. 
The project is a 20-mile 
stretch of expressway across 
Chicago which will cost the 
taxpayers an estim ated $1 
billion. The staggering price tag 


— more than the Hoover Dam 
cost — had led Transportation 
Department officials to include 
it in a list of highly questionable 
projects. 
But Klucynski, exercising his 
power as the House highway 
czar, summarily dismissed their 
questions. He said the ex­ 
pressway, even at $50 million 
per mile, had the support of all 
the key city officials from the 
Mayor to the Public Works 
Commissioner. 


WASHINGTON WHISPERS 
Senator Marlow Cook, R-Ky., 
has moved ahead of Senator 
Peter Dominick, R-Colo., in the 
backroom scramble for votes 
for the chairmanship of the 
powerful Senate Republican 
Campaign Committee. While 
Cook has been working the 
backrooms, Dominick has been 
cruising in the sunshine off the 
coast of Eduador. . Senator 
Ted Kennedy, D-Mass., whose 
post as Democratic Whip has 
been challenged by Senator 
Robert Byrd, D-W. Va., has 
startled Republican Senators by 
asking their help. Under Senate 
protocol, 
Republicans 
are 
supposed to take up procedural 
inquiries with the highest- 
ranking Democratic leader on 
the floor. Kennedy is now No. 2 
and Byrd No. 3 on the leadership 
ladder. Kennedy has asked the 
Republicans not to deal with 
Byrd but to hold their inquiries 
until he is present. . . Hilary

Notes On How Money Is Made—And Spent 
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Pacifying Parkinsonism

— Year-end and Christmas 
bonuses this December may not 
be the plums they were in more 
prosperous years, but they still 
appear sweet enough to make 
some employes forget about a 
recession.

U.S. employes, more than $9 
million more than a year ago. 
The amount per person is based 
on a payment of $34.08 for each 
$1,000 earned during 1966-1970. 
A study of 191 companies by 
Fry Consultants Inc. shows that 
77.3 per cent plan no change in 
the size of their year-end 
payments. Of the remainder, 4.5 
per cent will have a higher and 
18.2 per cent a lower payout. 
Many securities brokers, who 
custom arily 
celebrate 
the 
holidays with bonuses equal to 
several weeks and even months 


of salary, will be foregoing the 
practice this year. Jur.t to have a 
job is bonus enough in some 
instances. 
The New York Stock Ex­ 
change, however, is maintaining 
the practice, although the size of 
its bonuses will be about 7.5 per 
cent of salary, compared with 
about 10 per cent last year. 


— Factors such as lower total 
income could play some role in a 
renewed deterioration of con­ 
sumer confidence. After im­ 
proving in late summer, the 
Conference Board says, con­ 
fidence has again fallen back. 
Dr. George Katona of the 
University of M ichigan, a 
pioneer in consumer studies, 
disagrees slightly with the 
Conference Board study. 
More revealing than the level 
of consumer confidence may be 
the reason why Katona finds 
that the ability to buy hasn’t 
declined at all but that a lack of 
willingness to buy is depressing 
the index. 


In other words, families have 
the money but they choose not to 
spend. Noneconomic reasons 
are blamed by Katona. 
“The social problems of the 
day — racial conflict, inner city 
problems, violence, generation 
gap, pollution — are matters 
related by many people to their 
economic well being,” he said in 
an address a few days ago. 
“The prevailing social climate 
causes worry and makes for 
uncertainty which induces many 
people to go slow with their 
discretionary 
expenditures.” 
Katona states there is no 
reason to assume the recession 
will be a long one, but he adds 
that 1971 will not be a good year, 
if judged by the low level of 
consumer buying sentiment. 
— If people have the money to 
spend but not the desire to spend 
it, as suggested by Katona, you 
wouldn’t guess it from 
the 
growing number of bankruptcy 
petitions. 
In the 12 months ended June 
30, a total of 194,399 cases were

One of the great scientific 
contributions to people with 
Parkinson’s disease has been 
the drug dopamine, known as

Can calcium deposits in the 
shoulder ever be r e m o v e d 
without surgery? 
Mr. O. M. N., Oregon 
Dear Mr. N.: Calcium, de­ 
posits in the fluid of the bur­ 
sal sac are the result of some 
inflammation of the shoulder 
joint. 
Bursitis is an acutely pain­ 


ful irritation of one of the sacs 
that lie between the muscles, 
the ligaments and the bone. 
Calcium 
deposits 
can 
be 
broken up by injections of the 
anesthetic procaine, and with 
cortisone, when the acute bur­ 
sitis subsides. In many in­ 
stances, the calcium is ab­ 
sorbed. 
I should mention that uric 
acid deposits can cause pain­ 
ful bursitis in people who have 
a tendency to gout. Unlike 
calcium, these crystals are not 
seen by X-ray examination. 
Gout 
is 
always 
suspected, 
therefore, and must be ruled 
out in people who have recur­ 
ring episodes of bursitis.

This is known as “stran­ 
gulation.” When this occurs, 
surgery is almost always nec­ 
essary.

7 2 Million Drivers 
Soid Violating Law

dards, the state Air Resources 
Board executive officer says. 
John Maga said last week that

standard 
of 
1.5

toughest — was made because 
lead poses a significant threat to 
public health. 
“Sensitive groups,” such as 
the very young, the very old, and 
persons with some diseases are 
susceptible, Maga said. 
Maga said the new standard 
adopted Thursday by the board 
m akes violators of “ every 
person who drives a car.” But, 
he added, “there is still no 
specific legal requirement on 
the individual.” 
He said the new standard 
paves the way for either state 
legislation curbing the amount 
of lead used in gasoline, or 
putting lead emission control 
devices on all autos. 
He said a proposed law that 
would limit lead in fuel was 
turned down last year by the 
state legislature, but “ this 
brings the whole issue up 
again.” 
The state now has authority to 
control lead emissions on new 
cars, but over 12 million used 
autos on state highways are not 
covered, Maga said. 
“From what we know, it 
would take a two-thirds to three- 
quarter reduction in current 
lead levels to bring the level to 
the new standard,” he said.

Credit Card Dedine 


The growing disenchantment 
among independent retailers 
with credit cards appears to be 
deepening. 
The data from the October 
respondents to the continous 
field survey of the National 
Federation 
of 
Independent 
Business shows only 33 per cent 
are now honoring credit cards. 
This is the same as September, 
but down from 35 per cent in 
August. 
The apparent erosion of 
enthusiasm shows up so far this 
year as slowly 
progressive. 
Earlier in the year the returns to 
the survey indicated that 37 per 
cent were honoring credit cards 
and this percentage held until 
midsummer when it dropped to 
the 35 per cent level, and now in 
the beginning of the fall season 
another drop of two per cent is 
holding. 
Concurrently, there is also 
showing up a decline in the 
estimated percentage of the 
volume transacted on credit 
cards in all categories except 
the largest group as classified 
by number of employes. 
Over all, the independent 
retailers honoring credit cards 
now estimate 18 per cent of their 
volume_ transacted on them as 
compared to 20 per cent the 
previous 
month. 
By 
size 
category, those with 0-3 em­ 
ployes report a drop in this 
volume from 21 to 20 per cent, in 
the 4-7 employe category, from 
25 down to 19 per cent, in the 6-19 
category, from 14 down to 12 per 
cent, and in the 20-49 employe 
group, from 11 down to 7 per 
cent. Only in the class of 50 or 
more employes has the volume 
figure showed an upward trend, 
from 17 up to 22 per cent. 
The acceptance of credit 
cards is highest in the group 
with from 4 to 7 employes. In 
this category, 36 are currently 


honoring credit cards. Both the 
real small and the large in­ 
dependent retailers are equal in 
this respect with 33 per cent 
honoring credit cards. 
Geographically, the biggest 
drop in credit card acceptance 
by independent retailers shows 
up in the Pacific states, where 
“big time” promotion of the 
cards was started, and in the 
adjacent mountain states. 
Although at one time more 
than 50 per cent of the in­ 
dependents 
w ere 
honoring 
credit cards, 
this has now 
dropped to 43 per cent in the 
Pacific states and 44 per cent in 
the mountain area.

New Income Tax Form

WASHINGTON (AP) — With 
an eye toward cutting down on 
taxpayer 
com plaints 
and 
m istakes, Internal Revenue 
officials have turned out a new 
income tax form they say is 
easier to read and less com­ 
plicated. 
The 1040 form for 1970 has 
more white space and less 
clutter — features which should 
help bleary-eyed late filers who 
wait until the last minute to 
complete their returns. 
While the major changes are 
typographical, IRS officials 
have added some new wrinkles 
in hopes of avoiding complaints 
like those about the 1969 format. 
Filing instructions have been 
removed from the back of the 
form and put in a separate 
package. The old schedule “T” 
— a complicated section dealing 
with tax computations — has 
been eliminated. 
The tax computation section is 
now on the back of the form, so 
filers will be relieved from 
listing much of the detailed 
computations on the form itself.

A history of Tehama County 


district attorneys, from J. L. 
McCutchen in 1856 through 
Henry Goff who takes office next 
January, has been completed by 
the present D. A., Robert 
Trimble. 


The history has been printed 


on parchment-type scroll and 
hangs in the district attorney's 
office in the courthouse, with 
photographs of many of the men 
in the history. Photographs of 
many early district attorneys 
were not available. One of the 
earliest Trimble found was of M. 
H. Myrick, elected in Sep- 
tember, 1858. He is related to 
Mrs. Curtiss E. Wetter, wife of 
the present Superior Court 
Judge. Myrick never completed 
his term, according to the 
history, because the election 
was declared illegal. He later 
moved to San Francisco and was 
appointed Associate Justice of 
the California Supreme Court. 


The history includes 
the 


number of criminal actions filed 
in Tehama County from nine 
Superior Court filings in 1900 to 
110 in the first six months of 
1970. 


Succeeding the first D. A. in 


1856 was A. H. Clark. However, 
it appears he left the county 
shortly thereafter. He was 
followed in 1857 by Warner 
Earll. 


Myrick succeeded Earll and 


then in 1859 W. R. Harrison was 
elected with 823 votes, followed 
by Joseph Combs in 1861 and L. 
W. Elliott in 1862. 


P. B. Nagle, running on the 


Republican ticket, was elected 
in 1865 and again in 1867 — but 
that time as an Independent. 
After an election in 1869, Nagle 
refused to vacate the office, 
charging that one precinct was 
unlawfully thrown out by the 
board of canvassers, and that if 
counted, it would have given 
Nagle a majority.

would-be base stealers. 


Munson, sixth Yankee to win 


the AL rookie prize since it was 
originated in 1949, received all 
but one of the 24 votes cast by a 
committee of the Baseball 
Writers Association of America.

"Kitchen Cabinet" of wealthy 
political supporters, says he 
contributed heavily this year to 
seven U.S. Senate candidates. 


The Los Angeles industrialist 


also said in an interview 
Tuesday he donated to the 
campaigns of many House 
candidates 
in the 
nation, 


primarily those who backed 
President Nixon's Southeast 
Asia policies. 


Salvatori, a major contributor 


to Nixon's 1968 campaign, said 
his donations totaled many 
thousands of dollars, noting as 
one example $5,000 he gave to 
Republican Harold E. Wallace's 
unsuccessful campaign to un- 
seat the Senate majority leader, 
Democrat Mike Mansfield of 
Montana. 


Salvatori's backing of Reagan 


became an issue in the 1970 
California 
gubernatorial 


campaign when Reagan's op- 
ponent, Jess Unruh, cited 
Salvatori as an example of what 


Unruh termed the type of af- 
fluence aided by the Republican 
administration.

Party Chief Interviewed

CAPE TOWN, South Africa — 


Colonel J. R. Bowring typifies 
the British hrigadeer of Kipling, 
perhaps not as tall or blustering, 
but with the same clipped, 
precise speech and air of 
determination — a man from a 
bygone century who is never- 
theless exerting his influence on 
this one. 


Colonel Bowring is a native 


South African, but served years

in the British Army before his 
retirement. He saw duty in 
India, Egypt and numerous 
other countries and during 
World War I was taken prisoner 
by the Turks. 


He is a chief spokesman for 


the United Party, the party that 
was ousted from power by (he 
presently reigning National 
Party in 1948 and has not yet 
regained it. 


Because he is a spokesman for 


the opposition, I sought him out 
for an interview at the Civil 


Service Club in downtown Cape 
Town — one of those quaint old 
clubs where elderly gentlemen 
tiptoe around, speak in hushed 
whispers and drink gin tonics. 


"I'm happy to grawnt you this 


interview," Ihe colonel told me. 
"Suhr you won't have a spot of 
laa?" 


I declined with the excuse I'd 


just had some, which wasn't 
really tea, but coffee. 


After a little while, I came to 


the conclusion that the United 
Party bears definite similarities 


to the Democratic Party in 
America, and that the National 
Party is more akin to our 
Republican Party. 


And further, that while there 


are variations of conservatism 
and 
liberalism 
within each, 


there really is not a whole lot of 
difference between them — just 
as in the United States. 


Colonel Bowring said his party 


goes 
along 
with 
the 


separate development of the 
government, but would make 
certain changes.

Industrialist Says 
He Spent Thousands 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Henry Salvatori, member of 
Gov. 
Reagan’s 
so-called 
“Kitchen Cabinet” of wealthy 
political supporters, says he 
contributed heavily this year to 
seven U.S. Senate candidates. 
The Los Angeles industrialist 
also said in an interview 
Tuesday he donated to the 
campaigns of many House 
candidates In the nation, 
primarily those who backed 
President Nixon’s Southeast 
Asia policies. 
Salvatori, a major contributor 
to Nixon’s 1968 campaign, said 
his donations totaled many 
thousands of dollars, noting as 
one example $5,000 he gave to 
Republican Harold E. Wallace’s 
unsuccessful campaign to un­ 
seat the Senate majority leader, 
Democrat Mike Mansfield of 
Montana. 
Salvatori’s backing of Reagan 
became an issue in the 1970 
California 
gubernatorial 
campaign when Reagan’s op­ 
ponent, Jess Unruh, cited 
Salvatori as an example of what 


Unruh termed the type of af­ 
fluence aided by the Republican 
administration. 
Without disclosing the exact 
amounts, Salvatori said he 
contributed to the senate 
campaigns of: 
Jam es L. Buckley, Con­ 
servative, elected senator from 
New York. 
J. Glenn Beall Jr., Republican 
who defeated Democratic in­ 
cumbent Sen. Joseph Tydings of 
Maryland. 
Sen. George Murphy, R-Calif., 
unseated by Democratic Sen. 
Albert Gore of Tennessee. 
Rep. Richard L. Roudebush, 
R-Ind., unsuccessful against 
Democratic Sen. Vance Hartke. 
Sen. Thomas Dodd of Con­ 
necticut, Democrat running as 
an independent in a losing bid to 
retain his seat. 
“I am very opposed to those 
who have bucked the Nixon 
administration on Vietnam,” 
Salvatori said. 
He said except for Buckley his 
contributions were unsolicited.

His Vote, Outcome 
As the 91st Congress resumed 
its session pressing to clean up 
the remainder of its legislative 
program, 
the 
House 
of 
Representatives took another 
positive step in the fight against 
drug abuse. 
Without a dissenting vote, the 
House passed and sent to the 
White House for signature the 
drug abuse education act, a $58 
million investment in the health 
of our youth. Under the 
provisions of the legislation, the 
Federal Office of Education 
would help set up and finance 
school courses and community 
programs to teach the dangers 
of drug abuse. 
During the next three years 
the authorized funds would be 
used to help elementary and 
secondary schools^ and colleges 
purchase teaching materials 
and aids and to train teachers in 
drug abuse education subjects 
so this could become a part of 
the regular school curriculum. 
Among the other items con­ 
sidered during the first week of 
the post-election session in­ 
cluded the following issues. 
Harold T. “ Bizz” Johnson 
reports the issues, his vote, and 
the outcome: 
To authorize appropriations 


for the Civil Rights Commission, 
Yea, passed 271-58. 
To authorize educational 
assistance and home loan 
benefits to families of ser­ 
vicemen who are missing in 
action or prisoners of war, yea, 
passed 331 to 0. 
To provide for coordination of 
family planning and population 
research activities of the 
government, yea, passed 298 to 
32.To reaffirm the authority of 
the Congress and the President 
to declare war, yea, passed 289 
to 39. 
To recommit the Manpower 
Act to Committee, nay, defeated 
80-275. 
To cut off debate on the closed 
rule under which the Trade Bill 
would be considered, nay, 
defeated 189-204. 
To allow amendments to the 
Trade Bill in the form of 
deletions from the bill, yea, 
defeated 192-201. 
To adopt the closed rule under 
which the Trade Bill was 
debated, nay, passed 203-187. 
To recommit the Trade Bill to 
Committee, yea, defeated 172- 
207.To pass the Trade Act of 1970, 
nay, passed 215-165.

Christmas Trees 
The U. S. Forest Service, 
Commander Industries and 
Crane Mills, the major owners 
of timberland in western 
Tehama County, released a joint 
announcement today regarding 
the cutting of Christmas trees in 
the mountains west of Red Bluff 
and Paskenta. 
No public cutting of trees will 
be allowed, and roads in the 
area will be patrolled between 
now and Christmas to enforce 
this no-cutting policy. In­ 
discriminate cutting without 
supervision by the public in the 
past has resulted in damage to 
the forest stand. 
Uninformed tree cutters have 
cut trees incorrectly and have 
chosen for cutting trees that 
should be left standing in the 
interests of sustaining a 
uniform, vigorous tree stand.

Party Chief Interviewed

CAPE TOWN, South Africa — 
Colonel J. R. Bowring typifies 
the British brigadeer of Kipling, 
perhaps not as tall or blustering, 
but with the same clipped, 
precise speech and air of 
determination — a man from a 
bygone century who is never­ 
theless exerting his influence on 
this one. 
Colonel Bowring is a native 
South African, but served years 


in the British Army before his 
retirement. He saw duty in 
India, Egypt and numerous 
other countries and during 
World War I was taken prisoner 
by the Turks. 
He is a chief spokesman for 
the United Party, the party that 
was ousted from power by the 
presently reigning National 
Party in 1948 and has not yet 
regained it. 
Because he is a spokesman for 
the opposition, I sought him out 
for an interview at the Civil 


Service Club in downtown Cape 
Town — one of those quaint old 
clubs where elderly gentlemen 
tiptoe around, speak in hushed 
whispers and drink gin tonics. 
“I’m happy tograwntyou this 
interview,” the colonel told me. 
“Suhr you won’t have a spot of 
taa?” 
I declined with the excuse I’d 
just had some, which wasn’t 
really tea, but coffee. 
After a little while, I came to 
the conclusion that the United 
Party bears definite similarities 


to the Democratic Party in 
America, and that the National 
Party is more akin to our 
Republican Party. 
And further, that while there 
are variations of conservatism 
and liberalism within each, 
there really is not a whole lot of 
difference between them — just 
as in the United States. 
Colonel Bowring said his party 
goes 
along 
with 
the 
separate development of the 
government, but would make 
certain changes.
